Secretary Carlisle’s bill will be w ith­ 
draw n and a substitute will be pre­ 
sented. 
This move is 
made with 
the secretary's consent. 
Mr. Sperry 
of Connecticut was the first speaker 
yesterday 
when 
the 
house went 
into committee of the whole on the 
currency bill. 
He argued for the Car­ 
lisle measure, saying that while per­ 
sonally he did not favor the revival of 
state banks, he would be willing to 
acquisce under the conditions imposed 
by the pending bill in order to secure 
the other good features of the meas­ 
ure. 
He was a believer in the safety 
fund principle, he said, because it in­ 
sured the prompt redemption of the 
notes without expense to the holders. 
It made the notes practically a na­ 
tional currency. 
He argued all legal 
tenders and treasury notes of the gov­ 
ernm ent should be retired. 
Their ex­ 
istence was running the government 
into debt to m aintain gold payments. 
One hundred million had already been 
borrowed, and if he were to indulge in 
prophecy $50,000,000 more of bonds 
would be issued before W ashington’s 
birthday. 
Mr. Brosius (rep., Pa.), who followed 
in opposition, criticised the democratic 
party for its dissensions, and said the 
party as a whole were not in favor of 
the bill. 
Mr. Breckinridge of Kentucky report­ 
ed an im portant urgent deficiency bill, 
appropriating $300,000 for the census 
—$125.OOO for salaries and $175,000 for 
printing the rep o rt 
This appropria­ 
tion included the deficiency bill which 
passed the house a few days ago and 
which is now being held up in the sen­ 
ate. 
Mr. Breckinridge said th at un­ 
less this supplementary bill was passed 
immediately the work of the census 
would stop. 
Mr. Cannon of Illinois prevailed on 
Mr. Breckinridge to accept an amend­ 
m ent appropriating $125,000 for the 
fees of jurors (also included in the for­ 
mer bill), and as amended the bill was 
passed.

This would be remedied by requiring 
the excess, if any, to be retired by de­ 
posit of greenbacks, under existing 
provisions of law. 
The time in which the banks will be 
required to comply with the new law 
may be extended for two years. 
The 
bill will make clear that billholders of 
national bank notes will he protected 
during the time the old banks are con­ 
forming to the now law. 
Another 
amendment will provide the govern­ 
ment will receive the old notes for in­ 
ternal taxes and cancel them and issue 
notes under the new law. Consideration 
of the three im portant amendments 
which have been urged on the floor of 
the house—the issue of bonds to retire 
outstanding greenbacks, the elimina­ 
tion of state banks, and the lim iting of 
a bank’s liability for the losses to other 
banks to I per cent. 
As to a bond is­ 
sue to retire the greenbacks this will 
probably be offered as an amendment, 
but it is believed the feeling against 
bond issues will defeat the amend­ 
ment. 
The elimination of state banks 
and the limiting of bank liability will 
also be presented 
as 
independent 
amendments. 
Representative Grow of Pennsylva­ 
nia has introduced a bill to amend the 
national banking act. 
It authorizes 
the deposit of legal tenders instead of 
bonds to secure circulation. 
The cir­ 
culating bank notes are to be exempt 
from taxation and are to have the 
same legal tender qualities and the 
same form of redemption as the old 
national bank notes.

Gresham yesterday sent to the house, 
in answer to a resolution calling for an 
explanation of his reasons for arrang­ 
ing with Great Britain for the pay­ 
m ent of the claims of British sealing 
vessels, a letter, in which he sums up 
the m atter as follows: 
“It appears from the submitted cor­ 
respondence th at the agreement to pay 
a lump sum of $425,000 in full settle­ 
ment of all demands authorized to be 
made under the treaty and award was 
proposed by this government. 
The 
amount is considerably below the 
damages claimed by Great Britain, 
exclusive of interest for a number of 
years. 
If this arrangem ent does not 
receive the approval of congress and 
the disputed questions are submitted 
to an international commission it is 
believed th at the amounts allowed and 
the expenses of the tribunal, including 
witnesses and the taking of their tes­ 
timony will largely exceed $425,000. 
In view of all the facts and w hat may 
be reasonably expected as the result of 
a commission, the undersigned submits 
that a prompt and final settlem ent of 
the vexatious controversy by an appro­ 
priation of the lump sum agreed upon 
is advisable.”

tracting attention all over the country. 
The girls claim the Pickins abducted 
and ill treated them in various ways, 
by placing them under hypnotic influ­ 
ence, and they now assert that Dr.

Accordingly, by resolution of the board of su 
perv sors ac its November, 1891, session, the 
sum of $3 721 was appropriat d and transferred 
to the asylum fund,into which all money re­ 
ceived has been put, and from which all money 
needed for current expenses has been drawn.

BUT GOT POUNDED

GRIEVOUS TALE TOLD BY RICH­ 
ARD W HALEN, A SAILOR 


Officer W as Clubbing a Crippled Old

“ I know nothing about it,” the old 
man replied, and thereupon, Whalen 
says, the man with the cane began to 
pound the old cripple in vigorous style.

Whalen said that he then interfered 
by remonstrating against the pound­ 
ing, and told the man that it was a 
shame to club an aged cripple in that 
way. 
“ Perhaps it was you that set fire t) 
the ties. 
I’ll fix you,” the man with 
the cane replied and with this he left 
and returning an instant later with 
two railroad men, attacked me with 
hi6 club, pounding me until I thought 
he would kill me, as I was unarmed 
and could not defend myself.”

Several Had Sought Membership Re­ 
cently In Secret Societies Under the 
Belief That the Ban Had Been Re 
moved—Positive Statement to the 
Contrary. 


Several prominent Janesville Catho­ 
lics are in a qoandry. 
Relying on the recently published 
statement that Rome’s ban had been 
lifted from all secret societies except 
the Masons, they have taken steps to 
gain membership. 
In some cases the 
applicants are said to be admitted, 
or at least one or two of the initiatory 
degrees have been conferred. 
And now comes a shock. 
A letter direct from the Vatican has 
been received pnnouncing that the 
ban upon Knights of Pythias, Odd Fel­ 
lows. Sons of Temperance and similar 
secret orders have never been re­ 
moved! 
To the Catholics who put their faith 
in the first report and took upon them­ 
selves secret society obligations, this 
news is very embarrassing. 
They are 
unwilling to credit to-day’s dispatch, 
although it gives much confirmatory 
betail. 
The understanding is that the move­ 
ment on secret societies was deter­ 
mined upon by the council of the arch­ 
bishops of the Roman Catholic church 
in the United Statal, held in Chicago, 
in September, 
1893. 
That council 
formulated recommendations which 
were forwarded to the pope, who, in 
Uurn, laid them before a conference of 
cardinals, which endorsed them, the 
pope thereupon affixing his seal to a 
scree of condemnation. 
This degree 
was in the form of a letter to the arch­ 
bishops and bishops of the United 
States, and it 
was communicated 
through Mgr. Satolli. 
Bishop McDonnell of Brooklyn is 
th*, first to give the degree publicity, 
aud his course will be quickly fol- 
owed by other prelates throughout 
the country. 
Bishop McQuaide of 
locheater said in an interview last 
night. 
“ Up to four or five years ago, there 
was no question about the matter, but 
at that time some anauthorized per­ 
son gave it out that the ban of the 
church had been rempved from all 
secret societies except the Masons. 
The matter was brought to our atten­ 
tion and we investigated it, finally 
referring it to the Holy See. 
The 
decree is against the Odd Fellows, 
Knights of Pythias and Sons of Tem­ 
perance and other societies against 
which the same objections can be 
raised.”
